NEW YORK--Hopes of buying 
cheap Chinese silk in the future has 
cut down current dealings in the 
fiber. Silk stocks in the United 
States are the lowestin 18 months. 

“Everybody is waiting to see 
what's going to happen with Chi- 
na,” said a spokesman for the 
International Silk ” Association. 
“Chinese silk is _ usually lower in 
Price and is abetter grade.” 

Because of this hope，importers 
have cut their orders to the bone. 
Stocks on hand in this country 
have fallen from more than 2,000 
bales early last year to only 917 
bales now. 

Consumption of silk has been 
outrunning imports， since Silk 
Imanufacturers have Dot cut down 
on their activities. June consump- 
tion，for instance，was 149 bales， 
while iinports were only 80 bales.

Personal [Thinc 


By Sargent Shriver 


The War on Poeverty starts with individuals 一 with a man，a 
woman, a child 一 taking them one by one. But it does not Stop there， 
because poverty is not just an individual affair. It is also a condition， 
a relationship of society , and to all the institutions which comprise 
Society. Poverty is need. It is lack of opportunity. But it is also 
helplessness to cope with hostile or uncaring or exploitative institu- 
tions. It is jack of dignity. It is vulnerability to injustice. The treat- 
ment the poor get, at the hands of bureaucrats and politicians, at the 
hands of private industry, at the hands of landiords and merchants 
and agriculturists is more than the sum of the individuals involved. A 
pattern of response, a way of reacting to and treating the poor has 
become entrenched, and institutionalized. 

Poverty is personal. But it is also a terrifyingly impersonal and 
dehumanizing condition, imposed on thirty 一 five million Americans. 
Both dimensions of poverty come through in this statement by Mrs. 
Janice Bradshaw of Pueblo, Colorado. It sats a whole lot:

Poverty is taking your children to the hospital and spending the 
WwWhole day waiting with no one even taking your name，and then 
coming back the next, and the next, until they finally get around to 
you. 

Poverty is having a a landlady who is a public health nurse who 
tums off the heat when she leaves for work in the morning and turns 
让 back on at Six when she returns. It's being helpless to do anything 
about 让 because by the time the officials get around to it, she has 
tuned the heat back on for the day and then it will be off the next. 

Poverty is _ having the welfare investigators break in at four 
o"clock in the morning and cut off your welfare check without an 
explanation, and then when you 外 down and ask, they tell you it is 
because they found a pair of man's slippers in the attic，where yYOUT 
brother left them when he visited a month ago.…. 

Poverty is having a child with glaucoma and watching that eye 
condition growW Worse every day, while the welfare officials send you 
to the private agencies, and the private agencies send you back to the 
welfare, and when you ask the welfare officials to refer you to this 
Special hospital，they say they can't 一 and then when you say it is 
prejudice because you are 3a Negro，they deny it fatly and they 
shout at you:“Name one white child we have referred there.”When 
you name twenty 一 five, they sit down, and they shut up, and they 
finally refer you, but it is Leo late.
